Speaking at a press conference 
held in the North American Col- 
lege, the Cardinal emphasized that 
he made his remarks strictly as a 
private American citizen and “‘with- 
out consultation with anyone.” He 
pointed out that during his 28,000- 
mile world-circling trip he had seen 
an English-language newspaper 
only once. 

Cardinal Spellman told the 
press correspondents that during 
his extensive journeys in the last 
few months, diplomats and people 
of all categories, in Latin America 
and other countries, had frequently 
asked him why the United States 


did not maintain a representative 


at the Vatican. (The Cardirial-vis- 
ited several Latin American coun- 
tries last November.) 

“I must confess that I could not 
give a decent answer,” the Cardi- 
nal said, 


Surprised At Senators 


He expressed surprise at certain 
United States Senators who ob- 
ject to the naming of an Ameri- 
can representative at the Vatican. 
He added that he did not wisi to 
name these Senators but declared 
he had read of three whose attitude 
surprised him—in view of what he 
knew of their intelligence and in- 
tegrity generally. 

Cardinal Spellman told the cor- 
respondents that the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had the in- 
tention of establishing the “office” 
of, personal representative to His 
Holiness when he named Myron c. 
Taylor to that post, and, in ac- 
cordance with that intention, an- 
other persor would have been nam- 
ed to that office if Mr. Taylor had 
left the post. As a matter of fact, 
the Cardinal said, President Roose- 
velt had three persons in mind be- 
fore he appointed Mr, Taylor. 

In this view, the Cardinal said, it 
was “unfortunate” that the office 
of personal representative remain- 
ed vacant after Mr. Taylor’s re- 
signation in soumery, SPS As an 
American citizen, His Eminence 
added, he thought it “most appro- 
priate for my country to have a 
representative at the Vatican 
where some 40 other countries 
have one.” 


No Catholic Objectors 


The Cardinal referred to the fact 
that not a single Catholic any- 
where objected when the United 
States named an Ambassador . to 
the State of Israel. He declared 
himself in agreement with Presi- 
dent Truman who had stated that

U.S. Nun Killed 
In Rioting In 
Ismailia, Egypt 


Ismailia, Egypt—The killing of 
an American nun in a convent 
here, January 19, has brought 
accusations from both sides. 

Gen. Sir George Erskine; Brit- 
ish commander in the Suez Canal 
zone and a close friend of Sister 
Anthony, the slain nun, called the 
killing an “atrocity” by “mad ter- 
rorists.” 

Cairo newspapers said she was 
killed “by British bullets” during 
a four-hour battle in which the 
British suffered two killed and 
seven wounded and the Egyptians 
were reported to have 20 wounded. 

The U.S. Embassy in (Cairo 
said the nun. was Brigitte Ann 
Timbers, 52. She was born in the 
Bronx, N.Y., the daughter of 
Samuel Timbers of Peekskill, N. 
Y. She had served in Egypt since 
1947, 

The embassy said it was mak- 
ing efforts to determine the facts 
abotit her death, and would then 
take “appropriate action.” 

Sister Anthony sometimes 
taught children at the British 
base outside Ismailia. She was 
shot through the heart as she 
stepped outside St. Vincent de 
Paul convent. 

British officers said they sent 
a tank detachment to the convent 
after they were informed a 
“homb had been thrown into the 
convent yard and armed Egypt- 
ians terrorists were roaming 
about in the convent grounds.” 
There was an exchange of fire as 
the tanks arrived. Then Sister 
Catherine discovered the body at 
the foot of the side porch steps. 


Sister Catherine and Sister Jo- 
seph told reporters that earlier 
they overheard some Egyptians 
shouting in the garden, “It is time 
we got her,” and afterwards, “The 
job is done.” 


However, the mother superior 
maintained that no actual eyewit- 
ness of the death had been found 
and no one could say for certain 
who fired the fatal shot.

In fact, 
no Catholic with a thirst for truth 
and a normal supply of brains can 
any longer afford to ignore his 
Catholic newspaper, unless he 
clings to that old adage: “Where 
ignorance is bliss, ‘tis folly to be 
wise.” 

Now extend your investigation 
to the field of the Catholic maga- 
zines. Variety of choice is almost 
endless. A new and wonderful 
world of entertainment, human 
interest and heroic spiritual con- 
quest will open to you. Stories of 
deep interest and wholesome con- 
tent; articles of fascinating import 
and penetrating wisdom, throwing 
much needed light into the dark 
shadows that lurk behind the ques- 
tions of the day; pictures from far 
‘places, whose exotic appeal will 
make you think you belong to 
some geographic society without 
having joined or paid your dues; 
poetry for those who like it; essays 
in literary and artistic criticism; 
the low-down on the latest books, 
plays and pictures; all these things 
and a hundred other attractions are 
yours fot the asking and the price 
of a subscription. True many, 
though by no means all, of the best 
magazines promote a cause, home 
or foreign missions mostly, but it’s 
likely to be a good cause and like 
all health-restoring pills wonder- 
fully sugar coated. 


Perhaps your interest: lies in 
some special field and you seek a 
Catholic periodical to aid your 
studies. Here too you will find 
competent work at hand in the 
pages of respectable reviews, 
whether your interest be history, 
economics, sociology, politics, ed- 
ucation, philosophy, theology or 
something else. In a word, whether 
in journalism, literary output or 
scholarship the Catholic Press has 
a periodical in almost every field, 
doing a very satisfactory job in 
most and an outstanding labor in 
many. 


In addition to the above invita- 
tion to get better acquainted with 
your Catholic Press and pressmen, 
two special considerations among 
many possible items, merit your 
attention. It is one function of the 
Catholic Press to expound truth in 
all its fulness, another to defend 
and bear witness to freedom. 


The first task is very much to 
the point at the moment. To dis- 
cover truth and expose it one must 
conquer triviality and shallowness 
to the extent of being profound on 
occasion. 


Unfortunately, if there is one 
characteristic of modern newsmen, 
with certain notable exceptions, 
which more than anythin else 
tends to vitiate much of their 
writing and discount their com- 
ment on world events, it is their 
astounding shallowness. Too many 
of them despise ethics, know no 
philosophy or history, little eco- 
nomics and less polities. They are 
for the most part ‘well meaning, 
ambitious, aggressive young men 
who learned the techniques of news 
writing and reporting in a school 
of journalism where philosophy 
was unknown, ethics derided, va)- 
ues distorted and theology unheard 
of, They rise to the top by virtue 
of a mixture of cleverness, glib- 
ness, unmitigated gall, devoid of 
any inhibitions prompted by rev- 
erence for the canons of truth, 
goodness or beauty. All of which 
explain the shallowness of their 
|reporting. Their writing is filled 
with the unexplained happenings 
of the moment, without any pene- 
trating regard for past causes or 
future consequences. 

In the presence of such chaos

launch out into the depths of Cath- 
olie thought? 


A second. consideration holds 
peculiar significance in this hour. 
As statism, in one form or another, 
encroaches more and more wpon 
free institutions the world over, 
the flourishing condition of the 
press in our land evidences the 
consoling fact that a very: large 
area of vigorous resistance still 
persists. 

That strong pressures seek to 
force the journalist into apes age 
with official lines of thought ‘in 
his reporting and writing, with too 
much success, who dare deny? Yet 
for every slavishly partisan hack 
we find a counterbalance in some 
thoroughly independent thinker 
and writer, unafraid to stand on 
his own two feet and speak the 
truth. The fact that both treat- 
ments of the day’s news can exist 
side by side, often within the col- 
umns of the same journals, shows 
that our newspapers and periodi- 
eals have not yet degenerated into 
the mere governmental house 
organs we find in statist countries. 


Among journalists a prominent 
place in the battle line to defend 
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in our own laboratory. No wait 
ing —- no emborassment fy 
those who need teeth imme’ 
diately. :

Read what several observant public-minded 
people have said on this subject. ; 


J. Edgar Hoover, of the United States Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, said a few years ago: 


The increase in the number of sex crimes is due pre- 
cisely to sex literature madly presented in certain maga- 
zines. Filthy literature is the great moral-wrecker, It is 
creating criminals faster than jails can be built, 


Judge Stephen §. Jackson, of the New York Children’s Court, 
after a survey of certain news-stand periodicals, on August 18, 
1940, asserted: , 


It ig no surprise to find so many sex crimes among young 
men around 20 and 21 when children from 12 to 15 find avail- 
able this foul, indecent so-called literature. It is not a ques- 
tion of good taste, Certain types of these magazines are 
such that no one can deny their vileness, 

A judge in Winnipeg, Manitoba, recently declared: 

It is deplorable that our young people, even those who 
receive religious instruction one day in the week, have, during 
the other six days cf the week, put before them such litera~ 
ture as I have mentioned. 


Thoughtless Parents Most Guilty

From the day your babies came you did your utmost to rear 
them on the most wholesome food; to protect them from bodily 
disease, such as diptheria and scarlet fever; you went to the 
physician to procure for them preventive treatment.

What Experts Say On Sex Education 


Every thoughtful parent will endorse this observation made 
by Daniel Wolford LaRué, Ph.D., in his work entitled Mental 
Hygiene: Speaking of sex education, LaRue notes: 


The child’s first need in sex education is protection— 
protection against the evils of ignorance and suppreesed 
curiosity on the one hand, and those of ‘unwholesome i... or- 
mation and undue stimulation on the other. 

One method of dealing with the instinct-emotions ... 
is to leave them dormant. Certainly this is the ideal to pursue 
with sex in childhood, 

Leaving sex dormant, however, does not mean that it 
cannot be mentioned by parent or teacher. There is a vast 
difference between ha ideas of sex through the 
‘mind dispassionately, and having the whole personality in- 
flamed with sexual feeling. We should all learn to take sex as

North.” 

It is a story of Mother Xavier 
Ross tho, as a new convert of 19, 
entered the Daughters of Charity 
in Nazareth, Kentucky, The book 
begins with an inspiring account of 
her early struggles and the plucky 
stand she took when her vocation, 
and even her newly acquired faith, 
were in danger. Sometimes God 
ealls chosen souls so strongly that 
there is no doubt in their minds, 
and they are willing to go through 
any difficulties to follow His call. 
Ann was one of these fortunate 
people. Her father, a strict Metho- 
dist preacher, found it so hard to 
understand his daughter’s newly 
found happiness in the Catholic 
Church that he threw every barrier 
across her path. 


After many efforts to bring her 
parents to see what the Church 
meant to her, Ann sorrowfully left 
home early one morning, first to 
attend Mass, then to make the 
journey from Cincinfiati to Naz- 
areth. This was her final step to- 
ward becoming a nun. 


No doubt Ann’s early difficulties 
were an essential part of God’s 
plan, for her long life of leadership 
(she died at 82) would have been 
impossible for one of less sturdy 
character. It was Sister Xavier 
Ross who became the guiding light 
of the group of Sisters of Charity 
from Nazareth who became the 
foundation in Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas. These nuns rode straight into 
the face of more than ordinary 
hardships. There were rugged fi- 
nancial worries, poverty, suffering 
—and, in 1874, a three-day plague 
of grasshoppers who ate right 
through the linens and clothes, de- 
vouring practically everything both 
in and out of the house, except the 
potatoes which were in the ground. 


“Come North” is a beautiful 
story, and it is full of arrows that 
= shoot right into our own daily lives. 

| For the hardships of today, though 
different in form, require the same 
texture of courage, the same 
strength of character as was need- 
ed to meet the back-breaking work 
of those religious pioneers of the 
Jast century. It is good to read such 
stories as “Come North,” to read of 
the people who could take hardship 
in their stride.

Christ 
died for the whole world, for 
everyone, and every good comes 
to us through Christ and because 
of Christ. Every poor sinner who 
has at any time arisen from his 
sin, shocked and full of remorse, 
who has called on the Lord for 
forgiveness, has received it 
through Jesus Christ — and that, 
mind you, from the beginning of 
time.

organized some of the boys into a 
band. 

At first, Don Bosco was able to 
get the use of a couple of spare 
rooms for his Oratory, and his 
work prospered. He even estab- 
lished night classes for boys who 
worked in factories. But he lost his 
rooms; the neighbors complained 
about the “riff-raff” the priest had 
assembled; and a movement was 
started to have him declared in- 
sane. In succession, he moved his 
school to five different locations, 
the last a rough shed which at- 
tracted 700 members to his group. 

The priest’s mother joined the 
group, contributing what little 
money she had. The organization 
grew, and soon the priest had sev- 
eral dormitories, and a total mem- 
bership of 1,000 boys. It was the 
first Salesian Home for Boys. 


His Work Continues 


Don Bosco was now in his 60's, 
and people were beginning to un- 
derstand the value of his work, 
When he asked for money to build 
schools and workshops, his cam- 
paign was successful. He laid plans 
for a large church, and then—with 
50 priests and teachers who had 
been -helping him—organized the 
Society of Saint Francis de Sales. 
This is the famous order of Sales- 
ians, which now works in Boston, 
Los Angeles, Newark, Wheeling, 
St. Augustine and other dioceses. 

Don Bosco always stressed re- 
ligion in his teachings. He recom- 
mended frequent Confession, fre- 
quent Communion and daily Mass. 
On his Sunday hikes with the boys, 
he always began with Mass—and 
observers frequently saw him hear- 
ing the Confessions of his charges

Sex in other ages was physical; 
it resulted in new life. Today, be- 
cause it often thwarts life, it is also 
psychic. 

Sex is thought about as a me- 
dium of pleasure to such a degree 
that it has become an obsession. 
Just as a singer could go crazy by 
concentrating on his thorax in- 
stead of his song, and an orchestra 
conductor could become neurotic 
by concentrating on his baton in- 
stead of his score, so modern man 
can go crazy thinking about sex 
instead of about life. 

Since the stress on sex is due to

' Mary, the Mother of the Savior, 
was not obliged to conform to the 
Mosaic rite of the Purification, as 
her motherhood was entirely be- 
— the ordinary laws. Yet, in 
er humility, Mary acquiesced, For 
this reason, the idéa of purification 
is not stressed in the liturgy of 
Saturday’s feast; rather is the 
Presentation of Jesus in the Temple 
placed in the foreground and 
comes the principal object of this 
feast. According to Malachy’s 
prophecy, recalled in the Epistle 
of this day’s Mass, “the Angel of 
the Testament, whom you desire, 
shall come into His temple.” 


At the same time that Mary and 
Joseph arrived with the Child 
Jesus, an elderly man, called 
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. 
Simeon, who was “just and de- 
vout” also came into the tem le, 
“led by the Holy Spirit.” Taking 
the Babe into his arms, he recog- 
nized his God and Savior and 
called Him, “a light to the revel- 
ation of the Gentiles.” 


From earliest times, the light of 
the candle has been symbolic of 
the divine Light of the world. St. 
Anselm states that “the wax of the 
candles signifies the virginal flesh 
of the Divine Infant, the wick sig- 
nifies His soul and the flame is a 
figure of His Divinity.” 


Blessing Of Candles 


It would be most appropriate for 
some member of the family to look 
up the ceremonies of the blessing 
of candles sometime before Satur- 
day’s feast. In the daily missal 
ean be found the prayers used by 
the priest at the blessings. These 
show very definitely the purposes 
of the blessings and the intentions 
for the uses of the blessed candles. 


In the first prayer, the Church. 


asks God, through the intercession 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, to 
“hless and sanctify these candles 
for the use of men,” and for the 
“health of bodies and souls” of 
mankind, whether “on the earth 
or on the waters.” 


The second prayer relates how 
these candles are “carried lighted 
to magnify Thy name” in the pro- 
cessions. The faithful offer candles 
as a tribute “to the Lord our God” 
in order that they may be “in- 
flamed with the holy fire of Thy 
most sweet charity.” And further, 
that they may “deserve to be pre- 
sented in the holy temple of Thy 
glory.” — Thus the use of the 
candle at the bed-side of the dying. 

The two prayers that follow beg 
for the “light of Thy Spirit” te 
enlighten the minds of the faith- 
ful, “so that -our hearts being il- 
lumined by invisible fire, that is, 
the brightness of the Holy Spirit, 


‘may be free from the blindness of 


every vice; that our mental eye be- 
ing purified we may perceive. . 
those things that are profitable 
to our salvation;” — and that 
“we may arrive at the never-fail- 
ing light.” 

After the
